Becoming Accustomed to Cus- 
toms of French People. Will 


Learn French Language.

Following are ‘extracts from letters 
written by Harold R. Eyer to his 
mother here and they will prove of 
interest to readers of the News: 


Paris, France, March 9, 1919. 

“A ‘week ago today I left Ger- 
many to come to Paris for four 
months in school. About one hun- 
dred out of each division were pick- 
ed to attend the University of Sor- 
bourne here in Paris. It is one of 
the best propositions I ever ran up 
against in the army. I imagine I 
shall be able to speak fairly good 
French by the time school closes in 
July. ; 

“I viisted Notre Dame after din- 
ner today. It is an immense cathe- 
dral and is well worth seeing. We 
visited “Pantheon de la Guerre,” a 
wonderful building with some large 
paintings of this war in it. After 
that we visited Louvre. It was one 
of the most wonderful sights I have 
ever seen. It would take six months 
to see it right. : 

“IT gure appreciate the chance to 
spend four months in Paris attend- 
ing one of the best universities in 
the world and at the same time 
become familiar with Paris. 

“I do admit that Paris is blessed 
with beautiful girls—nothing like it 
in the world.” 

Paris, France, March 23, 1919. 
“Dear Mother: 

“Received three letters from you 
today and two from Belle. It was 
the first mail I had received in about 
six weeks. : 

“Paris is rather cold today, al- 
ithough the leaves are coming out on 
the trees that line the boulevards 
We expect warm weather most any 
day. 

“I am learting to adjust myself to 
French customs in eating. For 
breakfast I line up at a: bar and 
drink a cup of chocolate and eat a 
French roll; then for lunch I spend 
about two or three francs for little 
or nothing. Then for the main meal. 
which is eaten here at 8 o'clock at 
night, I go about five or six francs 
and get anything from an omelette 
to pork chops, French fries, etc. 

“T am beginning to speak quite a 
bit of French now, besides being 
able to read the papers and write in 
French. I expect to be home some 
time in August. :

Extracts from a letter, which has 


been received by Mr. and Mrs. Ira 
P. Russell from their son, Private 
T. E. Strahl, of Co. M., 346th Infan- 
try, follow. His unit landed in 
France July 21, coming by way of 
Southampton, England. After moving 
a great deal, by motor, train, or on 
foot, the company finally reached 
Foret de Hesse. For almost three 
weeks Private Strahl was so ill from 
dysentery he could scarcely lift his 
pack; however, he managed to keep 
with his company. The following 
was taken from his letter: 

“The night of Sept. 25 we moved 
up to Forest de'Sheppy. We arrived 
about midnight, tired and cold. I 
lay down where | fell out of line and 
dropped off to sleep at once. There 
was quite a barrage going over on 
our left, but not much noise where 
we were. We were behind a* hill as 
big as Corey’s Bluff, only steeper, as 
I found out the same day. I was 
awakened and lifted onto my feet. I 
lit, shaking, thinking the world had 
come to an end, or perhaps a big 
shell had hit me. By the time I dis- 
‘covered that I was still in one piece 
I was knocked down again. Then I 
found out what was wrong. I had 
lain down almost on top of a big 
French naval gun. Golly, but it made 
a lot of noise and the heat of the 
explosion sure was hot. Needless to 
tell you, I moved.” 

A description of one of the most 
terrific barrages delivered by the 
Americans followed, after which, the 


writer adds: “The boys went over! 


the top and after two hours and ten 
minutes captured a hill the French 
had fought eight big battles trying 
to get. Late in the afternoon I slip- 
ped up to the top of the hill with a 
pair of glasses but the boys had gone
